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Hon. Commissioner for Patents, 
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Applicant hereby appeals to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences from the decision 
dated January 23, 2003 of the Primary Examirier finally rejecting claims 3-6, 8-12, 16-22, 26, 
29, 36, 38-42, 44, 59, 60, 62-64, 67, 68, 75, 76, 79, 80, 84, 90, 91 and 93-95. 

The $160.00 appeal fee is enclosed. Petition for extension is herewith made. The extension 
fee for response within a period of one month pursuant to Section 1.136(a) in the amount of 
$55.00 in accordance with Section 1.17 is enclosed herewith. 

On March 25, 2003, applicant filed doci Amendment under 37 C.F.R. LI 16 incorporating the 
features of the independent claim into all claims indicated as allowed by the Examiner; all 
other claims were canceled. Applicant expected to receive a Notice of Allowance, However, 
on April 17, 2003, the Examiner called the undersigned and indicated that she believed that 
claims 28, 30, 31, and 34 might be anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,508,519 to Becker. Prior 
to that date, Becker had neither been cited by the Examiner nor used in any rejection of the 
claims of the instant application. On April 21, 2003, the undersigned conferred with the

Examiner and provided reasons why Becker did not anticipate the cited claims. The 
Examiner indicated that she would speak with her supervisor and would contact the 
undersigned shortly thereafter.
